were fed up with the Democrats 
who had run the governm ent since 
1933.

That s because we have to follow 
the rules laid down In our con­ 
stitution more than 175 years ago.

I wonder how many of my hearers 
have read or interpreted the Bibli­

Pattern For Hitler 
"Those of my audience who have 
so faithfully served in more recent 
wars. either as correspondents or 
in the arm ed forces, will bear me 
out that this ancient record has 
most

command censorship on spot news 
reporting of battles lost, or casual­ 
ties to ranking officers." 
Mr Lowndes characterized it as a 
compendium of early staff dictator­ 
ship which he said could well have 
been a model 
modus operandi for 
Hitler, for David ordered a complete 
blackout of news, either oral (radio) 
when he said “Tell it not in G ath,” 
and clamped the ultim ate censorship 


on what in those dayes passed for 
photography and newspapers as he 
added: 'P ublish it not in Askelon” 
' The

ing my ‘take’ of these events points 
out a story of a ‘news leak.’ ” Mr.
